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THE STRIKE SITUATION 
TAKING ON UGLY PHASE 


Two Men Brutally Assaulted in the Cripple Creek 
District-One of the Victims Likely to Die 
From His Injuries.

Cripple Creek, Sept. 1.—The situation 
tn the district today has developed a 
very ugly phase. 


Two men have been assaulted and one 
of them probably fatally Injured. There 
Is an undercurrent of bitter feeling and 
excitement and further.trouble of seri­ 
ous nature is expected a t any time. 


Justice H aw kins Assaulted. 


The first act of violence th at has oc­ 
curred in the whole labor trouble was at 
Altman this afternoon when some un­ 
known person assaulted Justice of the 
Peace J. T. H aw kins of Anaconda. 


He w as knocked down and severely 
end brutally beatfen, being left to get 
to his home as best ha could. Although 
hadly battered he soon recovered suf­ 
ficiently to proceed. 


W hen seen this afternoon he had lit­ 
tle to say about the 
m atter 
further 
than th a t the parties were unknown to 
him and he knew of no reason why such 
n brutal assault should be made. 
He 
paid he w as following his>duties as an 
officer of the Altm an W ater company. 
The first he knew of the approach of 
anyone w as when he was knocked down, 
lie sustained an 
ugly wound 
on the 
back of the head which he received by 
striking a large rock, 
when 
he 
was 
Knocked to the ground. His face is also 
hadly bruised from the blows given him. 


When he regained his senses he ac­ 
costed another man and asked him who 
it was th a t had assaulted him. He was 
snswered by the fellow: 
"You scab- 


protecting ----------- , X know who it is, 
but I will not tell you. 
If it had been 
me I would have given it to you worse.” 
A w arran t was Immediately sworn out 
for this m an’s arrest as his name was 
afterw ards learned, but it will not be 
given out for publication until after he 
is apprehended. 


Two guards a t the El 
Paso 
mine, 
charged w ith carrying concealed weap­ 
ons, were tried before Justice Hawkins 
a few days ago.- He released one and 
fined the other $25.

pfore him. The ball entered the right 
ung and w ent through the body. 
Stew art w as employed on the Golden 
vcle property today as a carpenter, 
nd w as one of the men m et early this 
m rning who refused to return to his 
ome when the union com m ittee asked 
iin to do so.

Stew art w as found by neighbors who 
eard the shot and was removed to the 
-¡rtor hospital where he now lies in a 
recaurious condition. 
There is little 
-ipe for his recovery. H e is a married 
,an w ith a wife and several children, 
nd ’resided near the Independence de- 
nt of the F. & C. C. company. 
No clew as to the assailants can be 
, rned a t this time, although every po- 
•e officer of the entire City’s force is 
r.v a t work. 


Gun P lay at Golden Cycle. 


At the Golden Cycle eight carpenters 
•ere a t w ork today building a bunk 
ouse. 
Union pickets were on the hill 
;niy, using all persuasion possible to 
PPP the men from work. 
One of the carpenters named McDon- 
R refused to listen when first accosted 
y the union men, but a second later he 
as accosted by another man, who said: 
fou won’t go by me without stopping, 
i this he took hold of the lapel of Mc- 
enaid’s coat and stuck a large gun in 
s face. 
McDonald wrenched away 
.id w ent on his way to the mine and 
r>k no notice of the assault. 


W o rk R esum ed on Ajax. 
Another im portant step toward gen- 
al resum ption of operations througn- 
it the d istrict was taken this morning 
hen w ork w as begun on the Ajax 
rnperty. I t was taken as an indication 
the m ine owners to open their prop- 
ties as soon as can conveniently be 
<!i e. 
The m anagem ent 
of the 
Ajax has 
in in close harm ony w ith the Mine 
'vners association during the whole 
nuble and it is reasonable to suppose 
this mo^e is by the^ sanction of the 


association. It is reported th a t between 
»0 and 75 men began work on the prop­ 
erty today. 
However, a steady string 
nr ear? carrying waste rock were emp­ 
tied over the enormous dum p which is 
good evidence th a t som ething is going 
on below. 
It Is understood th at the 
miners went to work under the same 
conditions th at have prevailed in the 
camp since 1894. 


No information could be gained a t the 
property as to whether or not every­ 
thing was running smoothly without 
pickets or guards of any kind. 
The 
executive com m ittee of the union men 
claim that the men are simply con­ 
structing a pipe line to the pumps and 
the men who were seen this morning 
wheeling out dirt were employed in con­ 
nection with this work, and claiming 
that all men working on the Ajax are 
there up to this time at the sanction of 
the union. 


New Union Movement. 


The movement for a new union inde­ 
pendent of the W estern Federation of 
Miners is being carried on very secret­ 
ly as yet, but It is reported that the 
m ovement is favorably considered by 
m any of the miners in the district, they 
holding the theory that they have no 
local grievance and that men who have 
vvives and children to support and de- 
»ire to work, should not be forced to 
remain idle in obedlenoe to the demands 
of the W estern Federation if they can 
affiliate wi thsome other regularly or­ 
ganized body which will not require 
such a hardship. 


Grocers Ignore Boycott. 


The grocers association of the district 
last night issued a manifesto which de­ 
clared that they would sell provisions 
to whom they pleased regardless of the 
boycott. 
The meeting was called on 
account of their being notified th at all 
m erchants who sold goods to unfair 
companies in the district would be boy­ 
cotted. 
In the m anifesto sent out by 
the grocers the union officials are them ­ 
selves accused of being unfair as they 
are keeping union clerks out of employ­ 
m ent by establishing stores in the dis­ 
trict and employing miners as clerks. 


The Eagle sampler, which was in op­ 
eration yesterday, ran out of ere, so 
did not work today although the men 
w’ere all at the sam pler early this m orn­ 
ing ready to go to work. Upon inspec­ 
tion today at the mill 
it was found 
that the electric light wires had been 
ru t some distance above the mill but 
they were repaired this afternoon. 


The district union executive com m it­ 
tee tonight Issued a statem ent declar­ 
ing th at the strike is progressing sa t­ 
isfactorily to the committee and that 
reports of resumption of work a t vari­ 
ous properties are only wild Tum ors de­ 
signed fo r effect. 


It is reported in the m iners official 
paper this morning that T. F. F itzger­ 
ald, superintendent of 
the 
Portland, 
had resigned his duties today and would 
be succeeded by Mr. F rank Small. Mr. 
Fitzgerald tonight 
flatly denied any 
such a move, saying th at he was going 
away tomorrow' to Mexico for a month, 
but th at he expected to return to the 
Portland as the superintendent. 


The efforts which were begun S atu r­ 
day looking tow ards a settlem ent of the 
troubles are still going on although the 
citizens working on the proposition are 
meeting with considerable discourage­ 
ment. 


TRINIDAD COAL 
MINERS STRIKE 


ABOUT 200 MEN OUT IN THAT 


DISTRICT—GENERAL STRIKE 
IS POSTPONED.

Denver, Sept. 1 —From reports re­ 
ceived by State Labor Com m issioner 
M ontgomery at the state house today, 
there will be no general strike of the 
coal m iners in this state w ithin the 
next two weeks. 


Following out the declaration made 
some tim e ago th a t unless an 8-hour 
day was granted by Septem ber 1 a 
strike would ensue, about 200 coal 
m iners i . the Trinidad district w ent 
out today. 
These men were employed 
by the Prim rose Coal com pany, the 
M ajestic and Rugby mines of the Con­ 
tinental Fuel company and the H ast­ 
ings m ine of 
the Colorado Fuel and 
Iron company. 


Word was sent to the com m issioner 
today 
that 
the N orthern Coal and 
Coke company had been given until 
Septem ber 15 in which to grant the 
demands of the men for an eight-hour 
day. 
T here are 5,000 union coal m iners 
employed in Colorado and it is stated 
that unless a settlem ent is effected be­ 
fore the l£th they will all go out on 
strike 
The men declare th a t the en­ 
tire membership of district 15, consist­ 
ing of 22,000 m en of three 
different 
states.

Columbia-M enona, employing six men, 
and the Tom Boy mills, employing 40 
men. About 100 men are affected by the 
strike. 


NEWS OF HARD FIGHTING 


REVOLUTIONISTS THREATEN TO 


RETALIATE ON TURKISH IN ­ 
HABITANTS FOR MAS­ 
SACRES. 


Sofiá, Sept. 1.—The Macedonian rev­ 
olutionists aw aited.the anniversary of 
the sultan’s accession to proclaim the 
long anticipated general insurrection 
In northern Macedonia. 


The proclamation was issued today, 
signed by all the members of the insur­ 
gent general staff. 


The new outbreak is headed by the 
famous Macedonian leaders, General 
Zentiecheff, president of the Macedo­ 
nian committee, and Colonel Jankoff, 
who was wounded in the rising of 1902, 
Colonel Jankoff is directing the move­ 
ment of the division. 


News of severe fighting is still com­ 
ing in. At the village of Armensi, af­ 
ter a day’s fighting, the Turkish troops 
in the night time massacred the entire 
population of 180 men and 200 women. 
The Turks have also massacred the 
inhabitants of the village of Celoso. 


It is said that the insurgent leader 
Greff, in a letter to Hilmi Pasha, the 
inspector-general 
for 
Macedonia 
at 
Monastir, demanded 
that he prevent 
the barbarous acts of the Turkish sol­ 
diers and Bashi-Bazouks otherwise the 
revolutionists would massacre all the 
Turkish inhabitants. 


The insurgents have occupied 
the 
mountain pass of Gergels. on the main 
line from Salónica, to Uskuh, and Turk­ 
ish troops have been sent there to dis­ 
lodge them. 


The town of Malkoternovo is report­ 
ed to be in a state of anarchy, the 
Turks plundering the houses and com­ 
m itting unspeakable atrocities on the 
women. 


Salónica, Sept. 1.—According to the 
latest Turkish official estim ate about 
1.500 Bulgarians were killed in the re­ 
cent fighting a t Simlero, Nevesaka and 
K lissura. 
The Turkish losses are not 
stated. 
This estim ate does not include 
further losses in the Simlero district 
where fighting w as renewed August 80 
and continued until yesterday. 
It is 
repotted th at 650 B ulgarians were killed 
in this two days' battle.

HIGHLY. INGENIOUS ORIENTAL 
TALE OF THE ATTACK ON 
MAGELSSEN. 


W ashington, Sept. 1.-Chekib Bey, 
the 
Turkish 
minister, has received 
from the m inister of foreign affairs at 
Constantinople, a dispatch giving the 
Turkish version of the reported at­ 
tempt on the life of United States Vice 
Consul Magelssen at Beirout. 


It was dated August 30 and originally 
was sent to the minister’s 
summer 
home at Sayville, Long Island. 
After 
declaring that the report of the assas­ 
sination of Mr. Magelssen was abso­ 
lutely false, it says that the pistol was 
fired by a man returning from a mar­ 
riage fete, that the shot was fired in 
the air and th at it happened just as 
Mr. Magelssen was passing in his car­ 
riage. This, the dispatch says, led the 
vice consul to believe that an attempt 
had been made against his life. 
The 
man who did the shooting already has 
been delivered to the judicial authori­ 
ties. 


Chekib Bey’s dispatch also asserts 
that order and tranquillity prevail at 
Beirout. 


The information contained in the 
cablegram has been furnished to United 
States Minister Leishman at Constan­ 
tinople by the Turkish minister of for­ 
eign affairs and to Secretary Hay by 
the Turkish minister here.

ing the assassination of L. A. Planvlng, 
the negro educator, near Oscar, La., 
Sunday by nuknown persons.

W hile on 
his way home Sunday night on the 
main road near False river, he was fired 
upon from a cotton field. The first shot 
struck the horse which the negro was 
riding and the second struck Planving 
in the back of the head penetrating his 
brain and causing instant death. 


It Is claimed that Planving had been 
m aking incendiary speeches to the ne­ 
groes of the community, advising them 
not to work for or t-o have anything to 
do w ith white people, and if is believed 
th at these alleged utterances had much 
to do w ith the assassination.

To the official paper of the miners in 
regard to what is termed scabs and 
Scabville, meaning the El Paso mine 
and its employes, one of the old-time 
miners and a prominent politician of 
the tamp, Mike C. Murphy, makes the 
following statement and requests that 
it be printed: 


“To the Miners of the Cripple Creek 
nistrk't:—The Mndersigned wishes to 
say a few words to the miners of this 
district through your valuable paper. 


“I have been 
rated a ‘scab from 
Scabville’ in the Victor Record, so 
wish to say that I am working on the 
El Paso mine and to ask the miners 
of the district if they know of any 
valid reason why they are not working 
also. 


“I care nothing for what the pencil- 
pusher of the Record says, and have 
nothing to say to him, but to the men 
who pay the freight I want to say that 
the El Paso mine was as fair before 
this trouble as the Portland is today, 
if the published report of the settle­ 
ment is true. There was no discrim­ 
ination between union or non-union 
men up to the time of this unfortunate 
affair of which no man 
knows the 
cause. 


"I wish I could condense things as 
my countryman, Finnegan, does, but 
will be as brief as possible. 


“The first I saw of the ‘order out’ 
committee was at the time the men 
were ordered out of the drainage tun­ 
nel.

The insurgents to the num ber of 3,000 
occupied a position on a height which 
w as storm ed by six battalions of Turk­ 
ish troops commanded by Servet Pasha.

The Bulgarian insurgents on captur­ 
ing the towq of Neveska' A ugust 25, 
seized the arm s and am m unition of the 
garrison, levied a contribution of $5,000 
on the town and then w ithdrew to the 
m ountains.

The D nevnik says the Servian -diplo­ 
m atic agen t h as notified the porte that 
tw o divisions of the Servian arm y have 
been m obilized w ith out any hostile in­ 
tention as regards Turkey but they 
w ill be sent to th e front to prevent A l­ 
banian incursions Into Servia.

je-varda, both sides losing heavily. 


In the district betw een K asteria and

recently delivered a harangue to the 
inhabitants of Tetovo, telling them to

B ulgarians upon the first appearance of 
revolutionary bands in the neighbor­ 
hood. 


M any wounded Turkish soldiers have 
been brought into Salonica from Uskub,

troops are reported to be greatly dis­ 
couraged and m any deserters have been 
thrown into prison. 


According to the D nevnik th e hodja 
(teachers attached to the m osque) in 
the vilayet of K ossavo are preaching 
that the tim e for a holy war has come 
and that the people m ust be ready to 
kill the Christians in the vilayet.

surgent bands are said to be in com ­ 
plete control of the districts of De- 
m lrhissar and K itschevo and the chief 
m ountain passes in the vilayet of Mon­ 
astir.

INSURRECTION 


PREPARATIONS FOR OUTBREAK 
IN NOTHERN MACEDONIA- 
SENSATIONAL NEWS FROM 
THE INTERIOR. 


SCHOONER SANK OFF 
NEW JERSEY COAST 


CREW AND PASSENGERS TOOK TO 
SMALL BOATS AND WERE 
LATER RESCUED. 


New York, Aug. 30.—Dtiring a strong 
gale eight miles off Highlands, N. J., 
at 11 o’clock Saturday night the three- 
masted schooner Henry P, Mason,* frqm 
Perth Amboy, N. J., for Portland, Me., 
loaded with red clay, struck, it is be­ 
lieved, a submerged rock and sank at 
2 o'clock this morning. The crew and 
two passengers took to the vessel’s 
small boat and were buffeted by the 
heavy seas all night and part of today, 
until rescued by the Sandy Hook life- 
saving crew. The lifesavers were towed 
to the boat one mile o|f Galilee by the 
Newk York Yacht club’s committee 
boat Navigator, on which was C. Oli­ 
ver Iselin, managing owner of the yacht 
Reliance, and Bert C. Leeds. The sur­ 
vivors réached Sandy Hook at 3 o’clock 
this afternoon apparently in good con­ 
dition. 
It is believed the schooner 
will be a total loss. . 


The rescued include Captain A. W. 
Frost, Portland, Me.; First Mate John 
H. 
Smiley, 
Boston; 
Second 
Mate 
Charles Johnson, Baltimore; Steward 
Preston Grover and wife of Tennants 
Harbor, Me.; Mr. and Mrs. N. G. Ma- 
silous, New York, passengers, the lat 
ter a sister of Captain Frost. 


When the Mason struck, the main­ 
m ast and mizzenmast were broken off 
short ana the vessel started to leak 
badly. 
At 1 o’clock an anchor was 
dropped overboard, but it was Boon 
discovered that the vessel would not 
keep afloat and the crew and passen­ 
gers took to the small boat. 
For a 
time they held to the stern of the 
schooner, but as there was danger of 
her going to the bottom at any mo­ 
ment, they cast off and drifted, . About 
a mile off Galilee they made fast to 
a fish pound where they remained un­ 
til rescued. 
. Repeated efforts Vere piade by the 
lifesaving crews to launch -a boat, but 
the heavy sea, running, made 'it impos­ 
sible. Méanwhile word had been séni 
to Sandy Hook for assistance .and Mr. 
Iselin volunteered the services of thé 
Navigator to tow the 
lifesavers to

London, Aug. 31.—The Times cor­ 
respondent‘at Salonica gives a similar 
account to-that sent by the Daily Mail 
correspondent of the ill-concealed ter­ 
ror prevailing in that city and the fears 
that some incident may precipitate an 
indiscriminate massacre.

There is no lack of sensational news 
from!/-the interior. There is m.uch, in­ 
terest and anxiety regarding the fate 
of'Tilisura, which has long been be­ 
sieged by the insurgents. 


According to the latest reports, a 
large body of Turks sent to raise* the 
siege has gained an important vic­ 
tory. 


A report is current that September 1, 
the anniversary of the sultan’s acces­ 
sion, has been selected to begin the 
outbreak in the vilayet of Salonica.

U nited States Am bassador Choate has 
arranged to give a dinner in honor of 
Secretary Root, at which all the A m eri­ 
can and British representatives will bo 
present.

Thursday 
the 
A m ericans and Canadians will subm it 
their briefs which will be a condensa­ 
tion of the fa cts and argum ents regard­ 
ing the interpretation of the treaty. The

heard.

SHOT WITHOUT WARNING 


THREE ROBBERS OPENED FIRE 
UPON EMPLOYES, KILLING 
TWO 
AND 
WOUNDING 
TWO OTHERS. 


Chicago, Aug. 30.—Without a word 
of warning two men were killed and 
two others wounded by highwaymen at 
the barns of the Chicago City Railway 
company, Sixty-first and State streets, 
at an early hour today. The shooting 
was done by throe men, who escaped 
after securing $3,000. 
Three of the 
men who were shot were working in 
the cashier's office. 
The men in the 
office were shot before they were aware 
pf the robbers' presenn ,nd the motor - 
man was killed as he was rising from 
his bench, where he had been sleep­ 
ing. 


The dead: 
FRANK STEWART, assistant clerk 
in cashier’s office; shot through body; 
died half an hour later. 


JOHN B. 
JOHNSON, motorman; 
shot through head; died Instantly. 


Injured: 
William B. Edimond, re­ 
ceiving clerk, shot in left thigh, will 
recover; Henry Biehl, shot in the head, 
will recover. 


The robbers took no chances, but dis­ 
posed of all the opposition of the em­ 
ployes before they entered the office, 
cKoosing the time when employes were 
busily engaged in balancing up the re­ 
ceipts of the night. Just after a con­ 
ductor had turned in his money and left 
the barns, the robbers suddenly ap­ 
peared at the receiving window and be­ 
gan shooting without warning. 
The 
first bullet struck Stewart and he fell 
to the floor without a word. 


Biehl and Edmond, who were sitting 
near Stewart, turned to see what was 
the matter, but before they could leave 
their chairs they were rendered help­ 
less by bullets of the robbers. John­ 
son, the motorman, who 
had 
been 
asleep on a bench in the outer office, 
started up to go to the assistance of 
his companions, but 
was 
shot ana 
killed before he could get on his feet. 
Making sure that all opposition had 
been removed, the robbers then broke 
open the door of the cashier's office 
with a sledge hammer and took from 
the desk $3,000 in bills. 
They then 
made their escape. 


Four men were arrested three hours 
later on suspicion of being implicated 
in the crime. 
They as yet have not 
been identified.

rescript, dated August 29, is published, 
appointing Minister 
of Finance 
W itte 
president of the commissioners. 
The re­ 
script at the same time Intrusts him with 
the work of bringing to a speedy and 
successful conclusion the negotiations for 
the Russian-German commercial 
treaty 
and with the continued supreme direc­ 
tion of the ministry of finance in order 
that his close acquaintance with the re­ 
quirements of Russian commerce and in­ 
dustries may be fully utilized. 


The official 
Messenger announces th» 
appointment of M. 
Pleske, 
director of 
the Imperial State hank, as minister of 
finance. 


Although the resignation of M. W itte 
of the post of minister of finance w as 
expected ever since his last budget state­ 
ment, which had a valedictory tone, the 
secret was well kept. 
M. W itte went to 
Peterhnf after midnight and presented to 
the czar his resignation and his recom­ 
mendation of M. Pleske as his successor 
simultaneously in order to forestall any 
intrigues in the interest of some follower 
of M. Plehve, minister of the interior. 


M. Pleske has made a good reputation 
as director of the Imperial State bank, 
but he never has exhibited any initiative, 
remaining 
a loyal 
subordinate of M. 
Witte, and doubtless "he will try to carry 
on his policy. 


The position of the president of the 
committee of ministers is one of groat 
honor, but M. W itte's future influence is 
regarded as problematical and his posi­ 
tion is 
regarded as a triumph for the 
Pleske interests.

He is an honored guest at 
luncheons, theater 
parties,

parties and other events which have 
been arranged for his entertainment. 
There appears to be no bar sinister 
in the case of Mr. Loftin but his color.

spoken of as faultess and he is com­ 
plete niaster of French, German and 
Spanish.

Last 
winter .Victor Murdock, following the 
election of Chester I, Long of the “Big 
Seventh" to be United States senator, 
took it in his head th at he would like 
to fill the ^vacancy in the house, arid 
when the special convention of the dis­ 
trict m et it kicked over the cherished 
plans of the machine and nominated 
him on the first ballot 
His election 
followed and this fall he will take his 
seat. 
Still another newspaper man who 
has 
the 
congressional 
ambition Is 
Henry J. Allen, editor of the Herald 
here. 
Jir. Allen’s ambition antedates 
Victor Murdock’s, but he has not had 
Murdock’s luck to make a quick go of 
it. Mr. Allen has been working up to 
a boom ever since 1900, when he dis­ 
covered th at he could make a speech 
and it has been “eating of him” all 
that time. 
He took a shy at at In 
1902, but was persauded to back off. 
Now his boom has taken firm hold of 
him and he will be in the fight next 
year in the Second district and ask no 
odds of anybody.

I¿Iany states have been overhauling 
their corporation laws. 
The tendency 
shown has been distinctly toward a 
more liberal theory of 
organization, 
accompanied, however, by greater care 
to provide for adequate though not ex­ 
orbitant taxation. Nowhere, has It been 
more evfdent than in Massachusetts, 
whose legislation affecting corporations 
had, until this year, been characterized 
by a severe conservatism. 
Down to 1901 Massachusetts corpor­ 
ations were not permitted to issue 
preferred stock. 
Prior to the enact­ 
m ent of the present law, no corporation 
could begin business until its entire 
capital was fully paid, in cash or Its 
equivalent, and the approval of the 
commissioner of corporations obtained. 
This was no mere formality. 
Direc­ 
tors, and even stockholders. In many 
Instances, were 
held 
liable for the 
debts. 
The organization tax was high 
and the strictest form of accounta­ 
bility was required. 
The theory was that by refusing to 
grant corporate 
charters 
based on 
minimum 
requirements, as in other 
states, the corporations of Massachu­ 
setts would acquire a peculiar credit, 
and Massachusetts charters would be 
sought 
as 
guarantees 
of 
stability. 
Experience, however, proved that thcae 
motives, operating perhaps on a small 
scale, w ere generally overruled by the 
desire for greater laxness. 
As a re­ 
sult, bUBloess in Massachusetts was 
being largely 
conducted 
by foreign 
corporations. They could not l)e con­ 
trolled'or. ^aScqqately^ taxei. T^xls les­ 
son-wás< finally .taken to heart, and the 


Massachusetts corporation law of 1903 
followed. 
Its fundamental idea is that, without 
fraud, a corporation is entitled to the 
same freedom of action as an individ­ 
ual, together with such lim itations of 
liability as will encourage industrial 
development. 
The departure from the 
old view was radical. 
The first step 
was to abolish the limit of capitaliza­ 
tion, both in amount and in proportion 
to the net tangible assets. 
It was Be­ 
lieved that these restrictions had much 
to do with the admitted arrest of cor-^ 
porate growth in the commonwealth. 
The stockholders and creditors of the 
corporations, who previously had been 
treated almost as if they were wards of 
the state, were by the new law left to 
form their own estim ates of the sol­ 
vency of the concern, the state, how­ 
ever, c-ont^nulng 
to 
Insist that the 
creditors and stockholders be precisely 
informed as to all m atters relating to 
the organization or management of the 
corporation. The state itself no longer 
undertook to pass judgment. 
Similar 
reaso’ns caused the abandonment of the 
provision of the old law requiring all 
capital stock’to be paid for in cash or 
its equivalent. Now the stock may be 
paid fpr in cash, tangible or intangible 
property, or in services. 
The directors, Instead of the com­ 
missioner of corporations, become the 
sole judges of the value of the property 
against which stock • is issued.

COAL STRIKE THREATENED.

Denver, Aug. 29.—A special commit­ 
tee of the coal miners of district No. 
15 called upon Governor Peabody and 
was In conference with him throughout 
the day in an effort to settle the differ­ 
ences between the coal miners and the 
companies and to prevent a strike in 
the several mines of the district which 
is threatened on September 1, unless 
the matter can be adjusted. 


District No. 15 includes the states of 
Colorado, Utah and Wyoming, and If 
the strike is declared it will affect 22,- 
000 men, the majority of whom are 
members of the United Mine Workers 
of America. 


The committee, consisting of William 
Howells, president ,of district No. 15, 
U. M. W. of A., Duncan MacDonald 


and 
Joseph 
Smith, 
accompanied 
by W. H. Montgomery, 
state 
labor 
commissioner. Max Morris of the ex­ 
ecutive committee of 
the American 
Federation of Labor, M. Grant Hamil­ 
ton and James J. Kennedy, called upon 
the governor and presented the views 
of the miners. They say that the men 
want better ventilation at the mines, 
better face guards, better wages ancl 
shorter hours. 
They declare that the 
coal operators have refused to c-onfer 
with them, and they solicited the gov­ 
ernor’s friendly offices in an effort to 
arrange a meeting between the oper­ 
ators and their men in order to prevent 
a strike. 


Governor Peabody said that, as gov­ 
ernor of Colorado, he could not act, 
but that as a private citizen and an 
individual he would do everything in 
his power to bring about the desired 
conference. 
He will make every ef­ 
fort to have such a conference held 
some time during the coming week.

The Monument valley is* by natural setting 
lone of the best-adapted sites for a public park 
I in the vicinity of Colorado Springs. 
Sloping 
[gently from Cascade avenue^-and Wood avenue 
-to the bed of the Monument creek, is a strip 
[of low lands from 200 to 1,000 feet wide and 
[nearly three miles long marking the dividing 
line between the city proper and West Colorado 
I Springs. This ground, General William Palmer 
is planning to convert into a public park, thus 
jrarrying into effect an ambition which he had 
I held for 15 years for beautifying the city's west 
¡approach as seen from the Denver & Rio Grande 
and the Rock iRland railroads. 


W ILL BE IMPROVED. 


The park contains 500 acres now in a natural 
Utate but which will gradually be improved and 
I put under grass as has been done in the Antlers 
I park. 
General Palmer’s agents have been en- 
Igaged for several years acquiring tracts of land 
I intervening between his larger holdings along 
¡the Monument creek, his object being to con- 
Ivcrt the entire section into a vast park project. 
¡A corps of surveyors has been engaged for weeks 
■laying out the grounds preliminary to inaugu­ 
rating the definite work of building the park, 
land as soon as the general plan is decided upon 
¡the construction of the park will be commenced. 


This may take several months, as General 
¡Palmer is proceeding in accordance with a well- 


Iriefined plan which he has been formulating for 


years; so that he will not announce his final 
[action until he gets the details of the project 
Inf’ll in hand, in order that there may be no 
• hitch in the execution of his idea. 


CUTTING OUT BRUSH. 


Gangs of laborers have been at work in the 


past summer cutting out the rank growth of 
brush and noxious weeds that overrun the Mon­ 


u m e n t creek banks, and several acres of ground 


have already been put under bluegrass. 
This 


plan will be followed and section after section 
will be parked in accordance with the most ap­ 
proved ideas of arboriculture. Permanent shade 
trees will be planted to replace the more per­ 
ishable trees, such as cottonwoods, that are 
indigenous to Colorado, which last only about 
30 years. An extended scheme of irrigation will 


then be perfected for keeping the growth of 


b ru s h and underwood well watered. The exist­ 
ing shrubbery and flora will be utilized to the 


best advantage and plants of foreign growth 
will only be introduced to supply the lack of 
Colorado’s somewhat limited vegetation. 
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A GLIMPSE AT TH E BEAUTIFUL MONUMENT VALLEY PARK. 
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WALKS AND BRIDLE PATHS. 


T he original surveys called for a com plicated 
system of w alks and bridle paths that w ill v in d 
in and out am ong the trees and along the creek, 
con n ecting the several section s of th e proposed 
park, th at w ill open to th e v isito r an entrancing 
v ista of w oodland and sylvan beauty. 
The 
ground w ill be graded w henever necessary ami 
w ill be further beautified by th e erection < f 
pavilions and rest retreats, to be located at the 
most advantageous points. 


In the scope of th is great park system is a 
section of w oodland that lies im m ediately west 
of Boulder C rescent; 
here, there are sever;.i 
acres of w ell-tim bered land, know n as W illow 
park, w hich w ill he utilized as one of the first 
areas to he 
beautified 
according 
to General 
ralm er'h plans. 
A high bluff form s the we: t 
confine of Boulder CreM-cm, from w hich tho 
ground slop es sharply to the floor of th e creek, 
m aking it an ideal site for a pavilion on tho 
high land and a natural picnic ground in th e 
low lands. 
T his site w ill he one of the first to 
be im proved, and lying contiguous to the north 
confines of A ntlers park, w ill be laid out along 
m uch the sam e lines as that beautiful open park. 


NO DRIVEWAYS. 


One o f the features o f the vast, park is that it 
w ill have no drivew ays through it, as the idea 
o f General Palm er seem s to be to build up a 
great playground for the people w ho must w d k 
and to w hom drivew ays would be a needl<'S3 
luxury for their park. 
T he p roxim ity of the 
park to the North Tejon street, car line, wh ch 
is but tw o squares east, and parallels the Ion .th 
o f the park from start to finish, there is li tie 
need of drives to render its beautiful rotn its 
a ccessible. 
Therefore, the entire area w ill ba 
devoted exclu sively to broad w alks and wino ng| 
bri(i!° path« (hat w ill intend to enhance the se­ 
clusion w hich is one of the ch ief attraction:; off 
a park. 


The park w ill extend from the east banl o f 
the .Monument 
creek to the handsom ely 
tn- 
proved estates that 
line C ascade avenue end 
W ood avenue; so that there w ill he no In ak 
betw een the m agnificent law ns of these two re­ 
nowned thoroughfares and the great park ; ys- 
tein. 
T he line of im provem ent w ill be one t aat 
w ill tend to enhance m any tim es the appcara ice 
of Colorado Springs, as seen from the trains 
approaching the city on the w est, and as the 
traveler's first im pressions of a city arc hi3 
m ost lastin g, the park w ill serve a double pur­ 
pose of g iv in g the denizens of the city a great 


out-of-door playground and at the sam e tim e 
create in the mind of the traveler an im p ression 
of beauty that w ill linger in his m em ory a3 
'uni; ;is Colorado Springs is spoken of. 
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Printers Home Has Cost $100 000 
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A m ong the num erous reports m ade to 
the annual convention ot the Interna­ 
tional Typographical union, 
held 
in 
W ashington last w eek w as one contain­ 
ing a statem en t of interest to the craft 
everywhere, to the effect th at since the 
establishm ent of a union printers home 
at Colorado Springs the union printers 
of the country had contributed som e-- 
thlng like $400,000 to its erection and 
m aintenance. 
The hom e has now been 
open m ore than eleven years, and dur­ 
ing that tim e hundreds of printers have 
been received 
w ithin 
its 
hospitable 
walls, and scores have there ended their 
days, conscious to the last that they 
were am ong friends, welcomed, and en­ 
titled by right of joint m em bership to 
the care th ey w ere receiving. 


Many perfeons are under the im pres­ 
sion th a t the building of this home was 
the idea o f George W . Childs, formerly 
and until his death editor o f the Public 
Ledger, and who, w ith A. J. Drexel, 
contributed so liberally to the construc­ 
tion of th e institution. 
To w hat exten t 
this idea is inexact will be seen from 
the follow ing letter w hich Jam es J- 
I 'alley, then forem an 
of the 
Public 
I.edger com posing room, carried to the 
convention of the union held in P itts­ 
burg in 1886: 


“Philadelphia, Pa., June 5, 1886. 
"To the Presid en t and Members of the 


International Typographical Union: 
“G entlem en—W ith this letter is an in- 
closure w hich it w as intended should 
be handed you by Mr. Jam es J. D ailey 
with a verbal m essage of good wishes; 
hut at h is suggestion iv is accompanied 
bv a w ritten com m unication. 
It is 
known to som e of your mem bers that I 
fpel a w arm interest in w hat concerns 
thp w elfare o f all w ho w ork for wages, 
and in th e w ise m ahagem ént of trades 
unions and other kindred organizations 
it has becom e advisable for them to es­ 
tablish for the prom otion o f their true 
interests. 


“This feelin g being especially strong 
tew ards'the printers unions,'w ith w hose 
members I have had close and very sa t­ 
isfactory b usiness .relations for m any 
years. It is m y earnest desire—a desire 
in w hich I am heartily Joined by my 
friend, Mr. A . J. D rexel—to extend to 
the tim e-honored International Typo­ 
graphical union, a s the representative 
of the u nited craft In N orth America, 
some expression more substantial than 


words. 
H ow to do this in a w ay th at 
m ay produce lasting good has engaged 
the thoughts of both Mr. D rexel and 
m yself; and we conclude that your u n ­ 
ion, or such trustees as you m ay select 
for the purpose, will know better than 
ourselves how that good can be best 
accomplished. 


“We, therefore, send to you herewith, 
by the hands of Mr. D ailey, forem an in 
the Public Ledger office, our check fo r 
the am ount of $10,000—$5,000 from Mr. 
Drexel, who is now in Europe, and $5,000 
from the undersigned—w ithout condi­ 
tion or suggestion of an y kind, as an 
absolute gift, in full confidence that the 
sagacious and conservative 
counselors 
of your union will m ake or order w ise 
use of It for the good of "the union. 


“Very respectfully and heartily yours, 
"George W. Childs.” 


The convention im m ediately appoint­ 
ed a com m ittee of five, which m ade 
recom m endations that were adopted. 


“First. That M essrs. Jam es J. D ailey 
of Philadelphia, Pa., A ugust D onath of 
W ashington, D. C., and Frank S. Felton 
of Chicago, 111., be and they are hereby 
constituted a board of trustees for a 
term of five years for the safe keeping 
and investm ent of the said sum of $10,- 
000. 


“Second, That as an evidence o f ap­ 
preciation of the 
m otive 
of 
M essrs. 
Childs and Drexel. 
the International 
Typographical Union o f North Am erica 
recommends and urges that on the an ­ 
niversary of the birth of Mr. Childs 
during the next five years—May 12— 
each and every union com positor under 
its jurisdiction east of the M ississippi 
river contribute the am ount received by 
him for 1,000 em s on said date, and that 
each and 
every 
stereotyper, electro­ 
typer and pressman on the sam e date 
contribute the am ount received for one 
hour’s work, and that on the anni- 
ver*ary of the birthday of Mr, Dr6X6l—* 
September 
13—like 
contributions 
be 
recommended and urged from each ana 
every person under 
our 
jurisdiction 
w est of the M ississippi river.” 


The three gentlem en thus honored t>V 
the national representatives of the craft 
organized by the election of Mr. D onath

T hree years late, when the annual 
convention m et in Denver, a num ber of 
generous propositions 
looking

friends of the craft in different stilted, 
hut am ong them the offer from parties 
at Colorado Springs seem ed to loom 
up m ost prom inently. 
This, in short, 
w as t-he tender of eighty acres of valu ­ 
able land, coupled only with the mod­ 
est condition that upon it a home should 
be erected that would rust not less than 
$20,000. a reasonable stipulation as to 
the date of com m encem ent and the time 
of com pletion being also suggested. 
At 
the A tlanta convention, follow ing, this 
offer w as accepted, and in view of the 
near approach of the execution of h 
m ost im portant work the board of trus­ 
tees w as reorganized and increased from 
three to thirteen. 
The old members 
were each elt-< u .1 fur five years and 
the new selections given terms rang­ 
ing from four years down to one. 


Mr. Donath w as again chosen 
the 
president, and 
the faithful 
treasurer 
w as honored likew ise with re-election 
as such, the secretary of the Interna­ 
tional Typographical union being made 
secretary of the board

trustees. 
A m ong the nnw trustees thus elected 
w as the late Amos J. Cum m ings, a. 
statesm an who in all his career never 
ceased to be a union printer who loved 
his alm a mater. 


In the October 
follow ing 
President 
D onath called a m eeting of the board 
in Chicago, as being the m ost central 
point for the mem bers to gather. 
At 
this m eeting it- w as resolved to erect a, 
building at a cost ot' $¡>0,000, which was 
l-iter on increased to about $62.000. 
A 
building com m ittee of three, consist- 
nig of the president and the mem bers, 
respectively, from D enver and A tlanta, 
w as named, and in the follow ing spring 
thirf com m ittee aw arded the contract. 
W ork w as vigorously pushed, the bulk 
of th a t supervision w hich such a work 
requires fallin g upon Trustee John D. 
V aughan of D enver, ro w dead, who 
acquitted him self of th a t arduous task 
in a m anner w hich should be to him a 
lastin g m onum ent on Printers hill, in 
far-off Colorado. 
Steady progress w as 
m ade In the erection of the building, so 
th a t on the next anniversary o f Mr. 


i'hiId's birthday, May 12, 18!)2, the hoir.a 
w as ready for dedication. 


Dedication of the Home. 


And a great occasion w as this d ed ii 
■ ation of the only home that has evet* 
been provided by a great trades union 
in this country. Mr. Childs w as present 
to see consecrated a work that his own 
gift- had instigated. 
The printers had 
given of their earnings up to that tim e 
nearly $ 60,000. 
Senator Gfillinger, him ­ 
self an ex-delegate of the International 
Typographical union, m ade the pilgrim ­ 
age and stood am ong those who ga v e 
thanks that such 
things com e to pass 
in this age of hum ane civilization. H is 
oration was the gem of the occasion, 
and eloquent as were h 
words, the 
fact 
that they cam e from his heart 
gave them a power that seldom is the 
attribute of even the most- polished pe­ 
riods. 
President Ponafh, ex-P resident 
Ainnson. 
Treasurer U ailey and 
m any 
other prominent printers and ex-p rin t­ 
ers were present, traveling thousands 
of m iles in order to participate in an 
event that indeed has marked a new 
era in trades unionism . 


Work of the Home. 


It is now more than eleven years since 
the Home for Union Printers opened! 
its doors. 


The provision m ade by the organiza­ 
tion is m ost am ple for the needs of the 
inm ates of the home. Com fortable quar. 
ters 
a bountiful table 
delicacies foi 
tin' sick, clothing that is eom fortabU 
and that is not 
of a distin ctive shape, 
a. m oderate am ount of spending m oney 
is provided. 
Since the home enterprise 
w as begun the union printers of the 
land have expended no less than $400,- 
000 on this m onum ent to their generous 
care for fellow -craftsm en. 
About 100 
inm ates are generally the guests of tha 
institution, and in round figures $50,000 
annually devoted to their m aintenance. 
The trustees have general supervision 
o f the hom e and its affairs, w hile its 
im m ediate charge is in the com petent 
hands of Charles Deacon of Chicago, 
who has been the superintendent for 
the last five years. The building stand s 
a m onum ent conspicuous for Btea and 
grandeur of design, but greater than 
the m ost handsom e 
constellation 
of 
m arblo or stone is the th ought th at 
hero exists a trade organization w hich 
stand s by its m em bers long after their 
ability to 
aid the 
organization 
h as 
ceased.—(Philadelphia Ledger.

A. Boston H a n ’s In terestin g Journey 
P rogresses Tow ard the Circle. 


New York, 
Aug. 29.—A 
cablegram 
dated Gefle, August 9, has been re­ 
ceived by the Herald from Mr. Charles 
J. Glidden. It read; 
“Latitude 60 degrees. 
Hope to cross 
th e circle In eight days.” 
This would indicate th at Mr. Glidden 
had overcome all obstacles and was 
progressing finely in 
his automobile 
trip to cross the Arctic circle. 
Gefle 
Is a fortified seaport of Sweden, cap­ 
ital of a province of the same name, 
at the mouth of the Gefle river, 100 
miles north-northwest of Stockholm. 
When Mr. Glidden left Boston he ex­ 
pected to get within the 62nd degree. 
Since then, however, he changed his 
plans, and iiguied that by traveling 
the route he is now on he will be able 
to cross the circle. 
Charles J. Glidden, with his wife and 
chauffeur, sailed from Boston in June 
for England, where he began his trip 
“farthest north” with a schedule that 
called for 4,400 miles to be traveled in 
45 days. 
The route was circuitous at 
the start, taking in England, Wales, 
Ireland' and Scotland. 
Mr. Glidden began his journey in a 
¡Napier automobile after witnessing the 
International cup race in Ireland. He 
left London for the trip north to Scot­ 
land on July 20. 
From Edinburgh he 
crossed by steamer to 
Christianiand. 
Norway. 
From there he crossed 
to 
Denmark, and left Copenhagen on July 
29. 
After crossing the Arctic 
oir.^le he 
plans to return via Norway. Sweden, 
Denmark. Germany, Holland. France 
and England, and thence by steam er to 
iAmerlca.

The 
writer of the editorial calls attention to 
a peculiar form of cancer that prevails 
in Kashmir—the "Vale of Cashmere" of 
the poets. 
This variety of cancer Is an 
epithelioma, which is not peculiar In an 
historical sense, but is merely of peculiar 
origin. The site of the growth is either 
the abdomen or the Insldo of the thigh. 
Of twenty cases reported by Emslie as 
long ago as 1S66, four were In females 
and sixteen in males. 
Dr. Emslie attributed the disease to a 
curious local custom of the inhabitants 
of Kashmir. 
It seems that 
Kashmir 
(which is an elevated valley among high 
mountains), has a severe ■ winter climate, 
and the natives carry what 
Is called 
kangri. 
This is a small brafeler, filled with burn­ 
ing, charcoal, and Is carried underneath 
the' clothing. It is of earthenware, pro­ 
tected by a wickerwork. When the bear­ 
er is In the erect position 
the kangri 
hangs oH the abdomen, but when sitting 
it Is placed between the thighs. In Kash­ 
mir, no man, woman or child thinks it pos. 
sible to be comfortable In winter without 
a kangri under the clothes. Other writ­ 
ers have described this peculiar custom, 
and a reference is made to it In the Brit­ 
ish encyclopedia. 
Recently some valuable additions to our 
knowledge of kangri cancer have been 
made »by Dr. Neve, the head of the mis­ 
sion station at Kashmir. He proves that 
the disease is common, for he refers to 
nearly 600 cases. 
These eases point in­ 
dubitably to local Irritation—frequent re­ 
peated bums from 
the 
kangri—as the 
cause of the disease, in this respect the 
subject of kangri cancer offers nothing 
new.^for the fact that cancer originates 
in loOal Irritation is generally accepted.— 
(Philadelphia Medical Journal.

rASHINGTON, D. C.( Aug. 29.—Among the wild-cat 
•investments which have recently been offered to the 
4 . easterner of small means, who has always a pipe 
dream of getting rich quick by buying five dollars’ worth 
of stock in a concern with headquarters on the other side 
of the world, have been numerous Indian land purchases. 
, ih e y have appeared so boldly and with such prominent 
names on the prospectus th at they have excited curiosity 
itt" a qiiarter from which interest is not desired. One result 
is th at a report has come out over the signature of Special 
Agent Brosious dealing with the irregularities in the Indian 
Territory. 
The ‘ report mentions members of the Dawes 
commlsslftn atad of other branches of the government as 
leaders in the companies under suspicion. 


. The methods of these concerns are dark and devious, the 
favorite procedure being to lease lands from the Indians for 
five years, which is the limit allowed by the law, and then 
induce them to sign an agreement for the sale of the land at 
a nominal price, say 25 or 75 cents an acre. 
The land is 
afterwards sold to trust companies at $1 to $2.50 an acre. 


Mr. Brosious declares that in investigating the affairs of 
the Delawares and Cherokees, the Dawes commission kept 
in view the interests of certain parties anxious to secure 
leases- The Tribal Development company of Tishomingo, 
Indian territory, comes in for a fuller anathema than any 
other because of the number of government officials who 
are directors or officials In it. 
Guy P. Cobb, who at the 
time of the company's organization was internal revenue in­ 
spector for the territory, is the largest stockholder, and 
District Attorney Soper is vice president. Quite a number 
of other firms are mentioned and district attorneys, Internal 
revenue officers and Indian inspectors lend brilliancy to the 
list of officers. 


RELATIONS ARE HARMONIOUS. 


The report of Mr. Brosious was not, or has been stated, 
made at the request of the president. 
Contrary to rumor, 
there is no la^k of cnnflrlpnrp nn the part of Mr. Roosevelt 
in the secretary of the interior in the conduct of the Indian 
territory, and Oklahoma affairs. The relations between the 
president and the secretary were never better; the presi­ 
dent Is fully aware of everything which has been done, is 
now being done and with all plans for the future. These latter 
not only meet his entire approval, but he has been most in­ 
sistent that the secretary should carry on his crusade against 
fraud in these two territories. No formal or specific charges 


' have been filed with the president against the secretary 
which have not been immediately placed in the lattér’s hatids 
without other comment than a mere reference from the 
president’s office. 
, 


The most serious charge madè in print against Mr. Hitch­ 
cock is to the effect that the large sum of money realizèd 
from the sale of lots in the Kiowa reservation two years 
ago has been deposited with a trust company in which the 
secretary is a stockholder. 
This statement is utterly and 
maliciously false, for, according to the secretary himself, 
the money is on deposit in the United States sub-treasury 
at St. Louit«, and furthermore the secretary is not a stock- 
holdèr in the company designated. 
For six months these 
charges have been known to the officials of the interior de­ 
partment, and the conduct of affairs in the Indian arid 
Oklahoma territories has been undergoing a thorough and 
painstaking investigation. 
As a result, resignations- áhd 
, 
%ì 
dismissals have been numerous, contracts have been an­ 
nulled and many payments alleged to be due aré withheld 
pending further knowledge of their origin. 


ONLY SUPERVISORY POWER. 
* 


In the matter of leasing the lands of thè Indians the in­ 
terior department possesses only a supervisory power. The 
Indians are free to act for themselves in this particular, and 
only where complaint of fraud is made does the government 
step in. 
The supervisory power has been strained to its 
utmost legal limit in the protection of the Indians. 


The delay In securing water for some of the new towns 
has arisen from attem pts on the part of locàl parties to 
secure the adoption of imperfect plans and fraudulent con­ 
tracts. To prevent these towns from being robbed engineers 
from the geological survey have been sent to the territories 
and are now completing designs for practical and honest 
water service. 


Secretary Hitchcock’s campaign against grafting in Okla­ 
homa and Indian Territory 
has made him hundreds of 
vindictive enemies whose efforts to impugn his motives, 
disturb his relatiofts with President Roosevelt and em­ 
barrass the operations of his department are ably seconded 
by land attorneys and other speculators who have been 
blocked in their game to rob the government of millions 
of dollars in land and timber. 
These enemies are scat­ 
tered from Boston to San Francisco and from Montana to 
the Rio Grande. 
President Roosevelt is thoroughly aware 
of the sources of opposition to the secretary and their at­ 
tacks upon the latter are discredited before they are formu­ 
lated. 


The District of Columbia promises to become the mecòa 
for the promotion and incorporation of companies. 
It has 
only recently dawned on the lawyers of Washington that 
they have a heretofore unsuspected gold mine in the new 
district, code enacted into law by congresss last winter. 
They are making hay before the unpleasant cloiffl of con­ 
gressional appeal dampens the grass. 


New Jersey and Delaware have for a long time secured 
the bulk of incorporation busineès, but even the extremly 
limited changes made by the authorities of these states 
seem heavy as compared with the expense now incurred in 
the District of Columbia by an ordinary incorporation. 
A 
banking company can now incorporate in the District of 
Columbia at a cost of about $2.50 for fees, and there is no 
subsequent taxation upon the capital paid in. 


An example of the way the district law bperates was af­ 
forded a few days ago. A man arrived from Boston in the 
morning. 
He had his charter already prepared, went to a 
lawyer’s office, where he and two members of the law firm 
were mentioned as the incorporators or board of trustees. 
The charter was flléd, the fees amounted to $2.50, the regu­ 
lar annual meeting of the board of trustees was held, and 
within half an hour after the charter was filed. 
At the 
meeting the two lawyers, in other words, the two resident 
trustees, presented their resignations, and as the law does 
not provide for filling such vacancies with residents, two 
Boston men were immediately elected to fill their places. 
The chief incorporator put his charter in his pocket, with 
the minutes of the,first annual meeting, and took the 4 
o’clock train for Boston, fully equipped to hang out a sign aB 
a banking incorporation "organized under act of congress,” 
which gives him practically the same status In the eyes of 
the public as a national bank. 
As far as the District of 
Columbia, the corporation and its charter have disap­ 
peared from the face of the earth. 
The law doeB not 
provide that an office shall be maintained in Washing­ 
ton, and beyond the $2.50 in fees, the district receives no 
benefit whatever. The Washington lawyers are already be­ 
ginning to reap quite a little harvest, and it is expected that 
as soon as the condition of affairs becomes generally known 
throughout the country, the district of Columbia will suc­ 
ceed New Jersey in the affections of those desiring to 
float a large capitalization on a ten-dollar bill. 


THE GUNNISON SURVEY. 


Probably the most dangerous, and at the same time the 
most interesting topographic surveying ever done by the

geological survey has recently been completed in connec­ 
tion with the Uncompahgre valley project in western Colo­ 
rado. 


The general survey of the valley was made last year by 
parties connected with the reclamation service, and the lo­ 
cation for the head of a tunnel six miles long, to be con­ 
structed for the purpose of conducting the water into the 
Uncompahgre valley was selected. 
As a result, It became 
necessary to make a topographical survey of about 1,500 feet 
from the bottom of the Grand canon of the Gunnison river. 
The canon at the point selected is about 2,000 feet deep, 
the walls being sheer precipices. 
The water flows swiftly 
over huge boulders and through narrow gorges, and it is 
practically impossible to use boats. In order, therefore, to 
obtain the topography of this section it was necessary to 
descend into the canon down cliffs and through narrow fis­ 
sures in four different places. 
Occasionally the going be­ 
came so difficult that ropes were used to lower the oper­ 
ators down the walls. 
The work was done by I. W. McCon­ 
nell, W. F. Edwards, R. H. Sargent and I/. E. Foster, under 
the direction of A. L. Fellows, who has charge of the Gun­ 
nison project at present 


VALUE OF FILIPINO LABOR. 


Not long ago Governor Taft, in an attem pt to get at the 
value of Filipino labor, made inquiries of several large 
employers of native labor in the Philippines as to their 
succe8ss or non-success with the native laborers. 


H. Krusl, vice president of the Atlantic, Gulf & Pacific 
company, who has the contract for the harbor improve­ 
ments at Manila, assured the governor that he believed that 
Filipino labor could be successfully used. 
He stated that 
he was employing 1,000 natives, which would prove that 
his statement was based on experience rather than theory. 
But he goCs on to state that the employment of Filipino 
labor is a business which Americans must learn before they 
attempt it. American foremen and mechanics must be used 
to teach the Filipinos how to work, and the only way to 
keep the latter In one's employ is to so arrange conditions 
that they will be more comfortable for the laborer than any 
home or wandering attraction. 
Homes must bo provided 
for the men and their families, also schools for the chil­ 
dren, and fiestas for everybody. Mr. Krusi opposes the in­ 
troduction of Chinese labor as detrimental to the ultimate 
success of the Americans and the natives. 
W hether the 
Filipino laborer can ever be imported into the United States 
is an unsettled problem.

SOM E E X P E R IE N C E S 


OF A W O R K IN G ' M IN E R . 


I have on several occasions in the past 
given your readers the benefit of som e 
of m y experiences, gained in traveling 
around am ong 
the 
m ines. 
Some of 
th ese experiences have been instructive, 
som e am using, but the m ost of them 
h ave beqn of a sort teach ing how things 
should not be done. 
If m ining experi­ 
ence w ere all of one sort interest would 
fag, and there would probably he less 
incentive to find new and better w ays 
of doing things, but there are all sorts 
of people m ining now adays, as it is a 
b usiness of w hich one can acquire a 
com plete know ledge in a very short tim e 
—at least so som e of those engaged in 
m ining h ave told me, and so, evident­ 
ly others believe. 


N ot long since I heard a man say to 
another: 
‘'John, do you know I be­ 
lieve I w ill go into m ining. 
There is 
m ore m oney in that than anything else 
I know of, unless it is a governm ent 
contract —but seriously, they tell me all 
you have to do is to go into the hills, 
hunt fojv a vein of quartz, and that 
has the gold. 
You lak e m is quartz— 
a kind of hard, w hite rock, you know 
—pound it up in an iron pot. and then 
w ash it In the water, and there's your 
gold. 
Then all you need is a mill and 
you’re fixed. 
I am going into m ining, 
for I think I’ll like it.” 


Now. this fellow w as serious in w hat 
he said, and any one w ho know s a n y ­ 
th in g about a mine can readily im agine 
the sort of m iner he would m ake at 
the start. 
And yet. he m ight be lucky 
and strike it. 
A few years ago sev ­ 
eral farm ers’ 
boys 
located a lot of 


claim s at R -------- T -------- and shipped 
aw ay to the sm elters a quantity of 
flint, rich in gold, they picked up on 
the surface of the 
ground 
or dug up 
near the surface. 
Trained prospectors 
and m ining engineers had walked over 
the ground m any a tim e but had not 
deigned to notice this ordinary rock. 
H alf the battle is in luck, anyhow . At 
least, so it often seem s. 


A retired shoe m erchant w as a large 
holder of stock in a new m ining en ter­ 
prise. He had som e sligh t know ledge of 
m achinery and w as selected by his a s­ 
sociates for m anager of the mine. These 
m en were all eastern people. 
The new 
m anager cam e west, and in discu ssing 
the 1. iionti ucLinii uf a m ill h.nl 
op­ 
portunity to show his know ledge of m e­ 
chanics. The engineer suggested that It 
w ould be advisable to have a separate 
engine or w heel for the concentrators 
to insure stead y and independent run­ 
ning. 
“W hy, certain ly,” said Mr. M an­ 
ager. 
"W hy, 
certainly—ju st 
w hat I 
w as about to suggest, and I think it 
would be an excellent idea to provide 
a separate engine for th e feeders, too. 
W e h ave p lenty of m oney and intend 
to build this thing right.” 
The en ­ 
gineer w as convulsed, 
and 
scarcely 
knew how to put the m anager straight 
w ithout offending his dignity. 


An am bitious young 
superintendent 


at the 0 --------- H— *----- m ine, who had 
abundance of confidence and conceit, 
but a sm all stock -of experience, m an­ 
aged the business under him in a m an­ 
ner that w ould call 'for an explanation 
w ere he dealing w ith m ining men in­ 
stead of eastern - in vestors who knew 
nothing of the actukl practice of m in­ 
ing. 
One of h is “hobbies” w as low ta il­ 
ings, and th is w as insisted on to the 
exten t that he w ould go through the 
m ill, and noticing that the concentrat­ 
ing m achines were doing good, clean 
work, w ould h astily change their ad­ 
ju stm ent so as to carry in a lot of 
sand w ith 
the 
sulphides. 
This, 
of 
.course, reduced his tailin gs to a value 
so low as to attract com plim entary no­ 
tice from the hom e office, but w hat of 
the actu al result of so foolish a policy. 
T he concentrates m ight contain from 2 
per cent to 5 per cent sand, worth little 
cy nothing—in fact the sand from an 
econom ic 
standpoint 
w as valueless— 
but by his m anipulation instead of 5 
per cent, 20 per cent sand was carried 
into the concentrates, or 15 per cent of 
w orth less m aterial, w hich w as not sub­ 
seq uently separated, but w as sacked, 
shipped and sm elted w ith the sulphides. 
T his m eans that in every carload of sul- 
phurets shipped (20 tons) there w as at 
least three tons of sand more than there 
should h ave been. 
T his w as equivalent 
to an extra and unnecessary expense 
of about $45, including sacks, sacking, 
transportation by w agon, and rail, re­ 
duction charges, discounts, etc., w hich 
w ouldt be a natural ch arge again st the 
17 tons of (95 per cent clean) concen­ 
trates, equal tn about $2.65 per ton. 
A s th is m ine produced about 300 tons 
of sulphurets m onthly the foolish m an­ 
ager w asted nearly $800 per m onth. 
A 
careful m an ager w ho had the real in ­ 
terest, of his com pany a t heart would 
h ave endeavored to reduce the tailin gs 
to as low a grade as con sisten t w ith 
econom y, but such m achinations as that 
above described 
are 
crim inal. 
T his 
sam e fellow “invented" the schem e of 
shim m in g up a h eavy com pressor by 
p lacing so ft wooden w ed ges betw een 
th e bed p lates and the concrete1 fou n ­ 
dations. 


fellow fèelin g for others who, like h im ­ 
self, suddenly found th em selves m an­ 
agers o f m ines w ith no know ledge of 
the business.—(M ining 
arid' SeTeiijtiflc 
Press.

W IT H D E P T H . 


It is a w ell-know n fact that there is 
an increase In tem perature as depth Is 
attained below the earth's surface. V a­ 
rious rates of increase have been re­ 
ported and considered correct in the 
past. 
A t one tim e it w as reported to 
be 90 feet for each degree of increase 
in t^m p^ntnro 
At another tim e 
60 
feet w as supposed to represent the a v ­ 
erage depth for each degree of increase, 
but observations taken in deep 
m ines 
in m any w idely separated regions show 
this increase to vary greatly in d if­ 
ferent regions, and in different m ines 
in the sam e region. 
It also depends 
largely upon th e tem perature at the 
surface when the test is m ade. 
The 
tem perature in the low er levels of a 
deep m ine, no m atter how w ell v en ti­ 
lated, is nearly uniform , w hile the sur­ 
face tem perature m ay vary 140 degrees 
or more at different seasons of the year. 
In 
some 
m ines there 
are conditions 
w hich m ake certain levels of the m ine 
very hot, due to chem ical action, 
and 
to boiling w ater and 
steam 
arising 
through fissures which undoubtedly ex ­ 
tend to great depth. 
The m ines of the 
C om stock lode. V irginia City, N ev., is 
an instance of this. 
It is not alw ays 
the deepest shaft or level in the m ine 
that is the hottest. 
This m ust be due 
to local causes, and to som e exten t to 
the condition of .v^ptilatlon.

The Columbine Girl,” the picture which has de­ 
lighted thousands of visitors to Stratton park. 


She is Miss Glenore Dallenbach, of Champaign, 
111., and has been, in Colorado Springs since June 16. 
W hile here she resided at 1728 North Nevada avenue, 


with Mrs. C. F. Hamilton and family, also from Cham­ 
paign. 


Miss Dallenbach is one of the most beautiful young 
women of her native state, and when H. H. Buckwalter, 


the man who takes the photographs for the moving pic­ 


tures, saw her, he at once requested her to pose for him. 
She did so, and “The Columbine Girl” was the final re­ 
sult. 


The first photograph was taken while Miss Dallen­ 
bach was on one of the flower excursions of the Colorado 
Midland railroad. She posed with a large bunch of Colo­ 
rado columbines in her hands, and it was this bunch of 
flowers which gave Mr. Buckwalter the idea of the 
He Loves Me, He Loves Me Not” picture which has been 
Bhown so often on the canvas at Stratton park. 


Miss Dallenbach was induced to pluck the petals from 
a Colorado columbine, one by one, while' the camera was 
trained upon her. The little boy, who appears soon after 


the petals of the flower have been plucked, is her 
brother. 
His entry into the scene was the result of an 
afterthought on the part of Mr. Buckwalter, who correctly 
guessed that the idea of so small a lover would awaken 
a great deal of applause. 


AT STRATTON PARK. 


The picture was then shown on the canvas at Stratton 
park. 
Its first appearance was greeted with applause, 
the equal of which has never been henrd in this city. 


The little fellow who played the part of the lover 
was a feature so unique, so original and so unexpected 
that encore after encore was received. And the beautiful 
girl from Illinois, the original of the photograph, sat in 
a seat in the audience and trembled, fearful lest she

Although Bruer’s clothing was torn 
¡•to shreds, his conductor’s cap removed 
firom his head, the fleece lining of his 
: underwear set on fire, and a blue streak 
burned across his chest from shoulder 
to shoulder, he recovered conscious­ 
ness a few minutes later and was able 


while arrayed like an Indian chief. 
When it was learned by the passengers ¡delible stamp on 
that he was only slightly burned by 
the bolt, they made him the butt of a

It has been known to perform strange 
antics, but never before has it stripped 
a man completely of his outer clothing,

Those 
persons who were fortunate enough to 
be passengers on the Cog road that 
day saw something which has never 
before been heard of, and which, in all 
probability, will never be seen again. 
It was simply miraculous. 


Bruer 
believes he was born lucky. 
In the present instance this was better 
tjian to have been born rich. 
The 
chances for a man’s life being spared 
In' such a case are so small as to be 
,almost infinitesimal. 
At the time he 
was struck by the lightning he was 
standing on the step of the coach, hold­ 
ing. the brass railing with both hands, 
preparing to give the signal foi* the 
train to start on its journey down the 
Peak. The passengers were all aboard, 
ana everything was in readiness for 
the downward start. 


Suddenly there was a blinding flash 
and a deafening crash of thunder. 
A 
blue streak of forked lightning shot 
across the Peak on its way from one 
cloud to another. Bn route it encount­ 
ered the form of Bruer, and his body 
formed the circuit which shot the bolt 
into the top of Pike’s Peak. After the 
passengers had recovered from their 
momentary fright they saw the insen­ 
sible form of Bruer lying on th» ground. 


ONLY STUNNED. 


They hastened to him to pick him 
UP. as they supposed, dead, when, to 
their utter astonishment, he sat up­ 
right and looked bewilderingly about 
him. 
To inquiries he replied that he 
was not hurt, “only stunned,” but one 
man discovered that the fleece under­ 
wear was burning. 
The fire was ex­ 
tinguished, 
and the Navajo 
blanket 
borrowed. 
The clothing 
which 
had 
been torn by the electricity was picked 
up and brought to Manitou. 
The ac­ 
companying photograph shows how it 
was treated by the experience. 


It is said that lightning is much less 
dangerous on lofty mountains than in 
the plains, and this may have had a 
great; deal to do with the marvelous 
escape of Bruer. At the same time he 
was struck, Superintendent W. J. Perry 
of the Kansas City, Springfield and 
Clinton railroad, was with a party of 
friends on

flash, 
and, an instant 
later 
were 
slightly stunned by another bolt. None 
of the party was injured. 


NO STATE FUNDS TO 
MEET A PPR O PR IA T IO N S. 


World’s Pair and Jffute and Blind In- 
■stitute and Others Without 
y s 
t Money.

Denver» Aug. 27.—State Auditor Jonn 
Holmberg declared today that the state 
would be unable to pay appropriations, 
amounting to about $400,000, made by the 


Fourteenth general assembly. Among the 
appropriations are $100,000 for the World’s 
fair $69.500 for the Mute and Blind in­ 
stitute at Colorado Springs. $15.000.for the 
Soldiers and Sailors home at Monta Vista 
and an additional $10,000 for repairs and 
Improvements at that home; $40.000 for 
the A g ricu ltu ra l college at Fort Collins, 
$50.000 for the Greeley 
Normal 
school, 
$40.000 for the university at Boulder, $30,- 
000 for the erection of a building at tne 
State School of Mines, and other appro­ 
priations making a total of $398.531.38. 


The auditor points out that the legis­ 


lature made appropriation 
of $200,000 in 
excess of the revenue that has been ex­ 
pected at that time. 
The state board 
of equalization made heavy cuts upon the 
assessments of railroads and the county 
assessdrs carried out their 
threats to 
meet any cut made by the state board 
of equalization and all this resulted in 
a reduction of the revenue by fully $200,- 
000, leaving a shortage of 5400,000. 


The auditor says that it has been in­ 
timated th at the city and county of Den­ 
ver and 
other counties that have not 
yet reported* will have a large increase 


over their assessment of last year. This, 
however, in the opinion of the auditor. 
woul<i still leave a deficit of about $300,- 
000. 


Governor Peabody will not discuss tl.« 
m atter, saying merely that there Is no 
use to make arrangements 
until it Is 
known exactly what the revenue for the 
year will be.

upon the inheritance tax.

Double Track Laid Under the Street 
Car Loops—Work Carried on in 
Eight-Inch Trench. 


N ew York, Sept. 2.—Of the hundreds 
of thousands of persons w ho p ass along 
Park Row' every day it is probable that 
not 10 of them know the exten t to w hich 
the subw ay woik has been carried di­ 
rectly beneath their feet. 
Park Row, 
from the statu e of Franklin in P rinting 
H ouse square to A nn street, has not 
been m uch disturbed, and there has 
been little in terference w ith traffic, and 
yet it w as announced today by one of 
the engineers engaged on the sub w ay 
that from Park R ow building to the 
postofRce building th e entire street has 
been underm ined, and four rapid tran sit 
tracks and the pow erful steel stru c­ 
ture inclosing them have beerr" set up. 
It is possible now to stancr underground 
at the w all of the Park Row' building 
and look across the cavern to the w alls 
of the postoffice. 


The in terestin g featu re of the w ork is 
that it has been accom plished w ithout 
the know ledge, as it were, of the th ou ­ 
sands of persons w ho pass. 
The work 
has been carried forw ard by m eans of 
th e eigh t-foot trench w hich w as sunk 
on the low er side of the row, and all 
the earth removed and all the steel 
needed for the underground construc­ 
tion at this point have been raised 
through this trench or lowered into it. 


It w as during a talk w ith the engineer 
concerning the B roadw ay ditch a g ita ­ 
tion that this in terestin g feature of the 
Park Row work w as disclosed. 
It w as 
given rather in the light of in form a­ 
tion for those w ho are opposing the 
diggin g of a trench in B roadw ay; as a 
lesson 
in 
w hat 
can 
be done under­ 
ground w ithout 
seriously 
disturbing 
the surface conditions. 
It w as pointed 
out that the contractors building the 
postoffice section of the tunnel had no 
easy task imposed upon them , ow ing 
to the num ber of surface tracks there 
and the loop in front of the building. 


T he method em ployed w as the sinking 
of a long, narrow trench close to the 
j southern curbing 
to the 
determ ined 
depth of the subw ay, and then tu nn el­ 
ing to the northward 
for 
the 
re­ 
quired width. 
T his 
necessitated the 
greatest care, as the surface tracks had 
to he supported from the m om ent the 
first shovelful of earth in the tunneling 
had been removed. 
The sidew alks, too, 
had- to be kept stable and level, the 
safety and com fort of the public had 
to be c onsidered, and all this w hile 200 
workmen were busy digging and then 
settin g up the steel fram ework. 


In the lower Broadw ay work which 
h as been begun opposite St. Pauli's, the 
sam e method, w ith a variation, w ill be 
pursued. 
Instead of a trench, sh afts 
w ill be sunk and the m aterial removed 
through them.

CONSPIRATORS ROB A 


CONNECTICUT CONCERN. 


Systematic Thieving Is Detected Af­ 
ter a Long and Careful 
Watch. 


N ew H aven, Conn., Sept. 2.—A seires 
of system atic th efts from the Intern a­ 
tional Silver com pany of M eridan w as 
term inated tonight by the discovery of 
a gang of conspirators who have worked 
for years w ithout detection, and w hose 
self-con fessed 
pilferings 
am ount 
to 
thousands o f dollars. 


A ccording to his own story, John H. 
Booth, who has been arrested, w as the 
principal operator in the factory. 
H e 
w as a silver spinner, and w as one of 
the trusted em ployes of the com pany. 
In som e w ay he hn.d obtained a s^crp*: 
key to the store room, and his m ethod 
w as to enter it ju st 
before 
w orking 
hours, put into his pockets a couple of 
silver bars, and unload at his leisure. 
The bars would then be taken to a sil­ 
versm ith, all m ark of identity removed, 
and, by the aid of a third confederate, 
they would be sold at the N ew York 
assay office. 


The silver com pany has m issed about 
$8,000 worth of stock during the past 
few years, and has- been unable to get 
an y definite clew to it. 
It had all the 
d etective bureaus in the state at work 
on the case, and this w eek Sergeant 
D onnelly of the N ew 
H aven 
bureau 
traced som e of the stock to Booth. 


Booth w as w atched, and today he w as 
seen to go to the store room and em erge 
with pockets stuffed w ith som ething. 
He 
w as 
quickly sum m oned hom e by 
a decoy m essage, which told him that 
his child w as sick. 
At his residence his 
coat w as torn from him by the d etec­ 
tive, and w as found to contain several 
pieces of silver. 
Booth collapsed and 
confessed. He said: 


“I am caught 
w ith the goods on. 
You're a detective, and I know w hat you 
w ant. I knew it would come, although it 
w as a long Mme gettin g here.” 


After Booth had 
conffssed 
Joshua 
Sutter, a silver dealer of Meadow street, 
in this city, w as arrested. 
H e denied 
acquaintance w ith Booth. 
The d etec­ 
tives say that they are looking for two 
more principals in the thefts. 


Booth is 55 years of age. 
H e has a 
wife, son and daughter. 
His w ife and 
daughter were aw are of his thefts, and 
today tried to conceal 
som e 
valuable 
pieces of silver w’hich were hidden in 
his home.

16 loaded box cars, several heavily laden 
flat cars, an engine and a caboose be- 
longing to" the Colorado Midland road, 
crashed d6wn the grade from Cascade 
to Colorado City yesterday morning and 
collided with a "dead" switch engine, 
which had been left standing on an 
open crossing. That no one was killed 
appears to be a miracle. 


The mad run down the hill began east 


of tunnel-No. 8, a short distance this 
side of Cascade. From there to Mani- 
tou the grade Inclines at a degree known 
as 4 per cent grade, and the curves 
are very sharp. 
Several tunnels and 


more than a dozen abrupt curves are to 
be encountered, and it Is said by rail- 
road men that this is the first time in 
the history of railroading that such a 
thing has occurred without a 
train 


jumping the track. 


Jumped From Cab. 


Engineer Frank Watts and Fireman 


James Branderburg were in the cab of 
the engine when the air brakes re- 
fused to perform their functions. The 
brakes were applied and both men 
jumped, only a moment before the train 
of cars was 
being hurled to what 


looked' like certain death. William 
Brown, the conductor, and Brakemen 
Waugh and Flsk, who were in the ca- 
boose, were unable to jump in time to 
save themselves, and rode the swiftly- 
flying train to the time of the collis- 
ion at Colorado City. They did not 
realize what was happening until the 
speed reached was such as to cause a 
leap from the train to result in death. 


Clutching to the sides of the caboose 


and with their eyes sweeping the track 
ahead, the men hiing on and prayed 
that the engine and cars would not 
leave the rails. Through tunnels, over 
bridges, and around curves, with dizzy 
precipices .yawning beneath it, the train 
sped on down the mountain side. When 
Manltou was passed the train of cars 
was going at a rate of speed which 
must haxe exceeded BO miles per hour, 
and persons who saw the runaway be- 
lieved that the three men In the ca- 
boose were doomed to certain death. 


Remarkable Escape. 


Cushions, bedding and other material 


such as blankets, and a few books 
which had been left in the caboose 
were plied against the front end of the 
caboose,,and when the final crash came 
and the men hurled from their places 
the barricade saved them by breaklni 
the force of the fall.

Had it not been for the fac 
that the -flying train had turned th 
slight curve onto the switch it is be 
lieved the switch ehglne would hav 
been hurled high Into the air, and th 
runaway engine only slightly damagei 
because of the speed at which it wa 
traveling
